“This they said, tempting Him, that they might have tp accuse him.

Jesus stooped down, and with His finger—wrote on the ground, as though He 
had heard them not. So when they continued asking Him, He lifted up Him­ 
self, and said unto them.

Many a doctor whose professional vision has nar­ 
rowed to concentration on keeping up hie practice 
and paying his bilL bas been jarred into considers 
tion of a wider horizon by last week's exciting re 
port by the Com m ittee on the Coats of Medical Care. 
There has been no more Im portant docum ent pub 
llshed In the history of modern medicine, it seem s 
safe to say. For the first time, as the com m ittee 
pointed out, civilization is given a carefully detail­ 
ed baals for discussion of an Idea which baa been 
becoming more and m ore Intriguing for the las; 
decade. It Is vitally significant th at the first support 
for socialization of medical care is p ro ffe re d by a 
com m ittee composed largely of doctors, it is almost 
equally Im portant that such vicient objections Warr 
registered im m ediately by m em bers of the profes 
aion. little time bas been w asted in striking the is 
sue between the conservative and progressive wings 
It would seem that prim ary stages of the long dis 
b a sto n that will be necessary to decide anythin* 
worth considering can best be traversed by ob 
serving a m arked distinction between the proles 
slonal group and the publK Doctors and dentists 
lu s t arrive at their own conclusions unbothered 
by active Interference from the public. T here is no 
disposition as re t to force them Into a program of 
socialisation. If they perceive Its advantages of their 
own will. only then can the arrangem ent be satis­ 
factory. 
The general public Is not at all sure—at least no 
more no than the average doctor or d en tist—that 
socialization of medical care Is the solution to the 
problem.

For substantial reading, excellent graphs and com 
pleteness the latest report of the president of the 
New York stock exchange has few, lf any, equals. H 
can be recom mended to only relatively few readers, 
however. 
Its length bars It from general circule

Richard W hitney, president of the exchange in a 
trying period of its history, bas become a fam iliar 
figure within the last year to many of his country­ 
men who have no direct Interest in the great enter 
prise he serves. 
It is, perhaps, a symbol of the Im 
portance of the nation's m arket place that he has 
attained such a wide acquaintance. 
In a report that is necessarily composed largely 
of facts he has w ritten in more than one provoca 
tlve opinion on economic theory as he has learned 
It In the school of experience.

Motorists G e t Most 
Service by Driving 
With Care. 


The motorist la as much respon­ 
sible for the mileage a tire givae 
today as the manufacturer. 
This was not always true. In the 
early days of the automobile era. 
methods of tire construcUon were 
such that a tlre'a life was very defi­ 
nitely limited,

that hand holes were out of line, 
thereby preventing the possibility 
of inflation. 
, 
Buses were not equipped with 
tacks to allow road changes. If a 
tire failed, the bus was run to the 
nearest road service point before a 
change was made. Snare tire pres­ 
sures were found to be tero. Front 
wheel alignment was not correct. 
one bus having a toe-out of three, 
eights Inch. 
Vehicle springs wore 
weak end In had shap, allowing the 
inside tire of dual equipment to 
rub the frame and wheel housings. 
No effort was made to keep tile 
buses off the 
road 
shoulders as 
much as possible to relieve the in­ 
side tire of excessive overloading 
m d overheating. 
Tile marval is that the tires ran 
at all. 
Correctly built tire*, made from 
tested and Inspected fabrics, that 
are driven over even the roughest 
ground with a little care will last 
surprisingly long. Under the aver­ 
age care of the motorist the Gen­ 
eral tire will endure considerable 
“punishment."
